It will n ot d o to 
an swer this by sayin g that hair is 
an appen d age of the skin an d 
serv es for a protection of the bod y. 
It d oes that, but that is n ot the 
whole story. 
Hair is really a kin d of organ 
serv in g a n umber of purposes be­ 
sid es mere passiv e protection . It 
in creases the sen sitiv ity of the 
skin . It has esthetic an d matin g 
sign ifican ce an d particularly, so 
far as ibis d iscussion is con cern ed , 
through its pigmen t it is an im­ 
portan t mean s of elimin ation of 
certain by-prod ucts of n utrition . 


Co ntains Melanin 


In enlarg ing a hair on e thou­ 
san d times, it will be seen to con ­ 
tain a g o o d 
d eal o f melan in . This 


is a pigmen t which is a by-prod uct 
of n utrition an d n eed s to be re­ 
mov ed from the bod y, an d the hair 
is n early the on ly organ for this 
elimin ation . “ Make a coun t of the 
hair that man cuts an d loses d ur­ 
in g his life,” says Dr. Hrd licka, 
“an d the material thus elimin ated 
will assume a respectable propor­ 
tion .” 
The ord in ary grayin g of 
hair mean s n ot that melan in is 
« han gin g or losin g color, but that 
less ami less of it is formed an d 
hen ce presen t. En tirely gray or 
white hair Is that which is quite 
free from melan in . 


Explod es a Myth 


It is possible that un d er starv a­ 
tion an d prolon ged sev ere strain 
prod uction of melan in in the bod y 
ceases an d therefore the hair turn s 
gray for a while, an d as health is 
restored its n atural color return s. 
1 lie prison er whose hair turn ed 
w hite in a sin gle n ight, howev er, is 
a myth so far as scien tific in v es­ 
tigation has shown up to the pres­ 
en t time, because the melan in is 
d ead an d can n ot possibly be d e­ 
colored by an y men tal effect. It is 
(Kissible that sud d en grayin g may 
occur from the formation of bub­ 
bles of ga? in the med ulla of the 
hair. 
\ lewed in this scien tific man n er, 
it is d ifficult to see how an y v ita­ 
min can possibly affect gray hair. 
Early in the .process of grayin g a 
v itamin might possibly fix melan in 
in the bod y for a short time, but 
this process would stead ily grow 
more d ifficult with time un til it 
became impossible.
